The acreage is nearly as great 
as that of alfalfa but the yield is only 
about one-third 

3. How do bacteria aid in roughage 
digestion? They break down the fibrous 
(cellulose and pentosans) 
which characterize roughages and pro- 
mote the synthesis of B vitamins and 
amino acids. Their activity depends up- 
on ample protein in the ration. 

4. What is a novel prospective source 
of feeding molasses? The United States 
Forest Products Laboratories reports 
producing feeding molasses from the 
wood waste of forest and sawmill op- 
erations. 

5. What state leads in barley produc- 
tion? North Dakota. 

How can the amount of livestock 
to be carried on the stock farm be de- 
termined? There should be slightly less 
stock than the normal feed supply will 
support. This permits a longer feeding 
period, a heavier ration, or a carry- 
over to the next season if desirable. 

7. What is the capacity of the largest 
beef killing floor of a packing plant in 
this country? 2,000 head in one 8 hour 
day. 

8. Who is the efficiency engineer of 
the dairy industry? The Dairy Herd 
Improverent Association tester who 
weighs, samples and tests the product 
of each cow in the herd every month 
and weighs the feed she consumes. 
From these data he computes the milk 
and butterfat production and cost of 
the feed for each cow. Such records not 
only expose the unprofitable cows but 
help to evaluate herd sires by dam- 
daughter comparisons. 

9. Who founded the first department 
of genetics in this country? The late 
Dr. L. J. Cole at the University of Wis- 
consin in 1910. 

10. What noteworthy air shipment of 
purebred livestock was recently made 
from this country?

2) That the Cenrral States Sheep 
ind Wool organization be integrally as- 
sociated with the National Wool Grow- 
rs Association, tairly participating in 
the payment ot dues and the formulation 
of policy 

3) ur mmittee set up an 
Eastern ottice with proper paid personnel 
to prosecute vigorously the work of or- 
anizing the sheep tarmers ot the Cen- 


tral States.” 


No action was taken by the NWGA on 
this petition. On March 15, 1949, both 
the chairman and the co-chairman (CE. H. 
Mattingly) of our committee went to Chi- 
cago to meet with the managers of the 
state wool pools, and with C, J. Fawcett, 
General Manager of the National Wool 
Marketing Association. Here again we reite-
